KILLED THREE AND 
THEN ENDED LIFE 


GALVESTON, Texas, 
June 28.— 
Shooting to death three men and 
wounding a fourth in the space of 
two minutes is the record of S. Tset- 
tos, second officer of the Shipping 
Board steamer Brave Coeur. Unpub­ 
lished details of the tragedy which 
ended in the suicide of Tsettos were 
received 
here by 
letter from 
H. 
Grotemat, chief engineer of the ship. 
Tsettos was on watch at the time 
of the shooting, according to 
the 
letter. 
He left the bridge about 2 
p. rn. on June 6, secured a gun, went 
to the room of Capt. J. N. Neilson, 
| and shot him, also Radio Operator A. 
Glaiser, who was talking to the cap­ 
tain. 
He went to the room of Su­ 
percargo John J. Perry, 
who 
was 
asleep, and killed him. 
The second officer then 
fired at 
Otto Hausler, a seaman, 
wounding 
him several times. 
Tsettos retired 
to 
his room, 
barricading himself 
therein, and efforts to dislodge him 
were futile. 
Only two minutes were 
consumed in the shooting. 
The Brave Coeur was headed for 
Oporto, Portgual, at full speed. 
On 
arrival at the port the 
American 
Consul tried to persuade Tsettos to 
surrender without result. Lime w-as 
dropped into Tsettos’ room through 
the ventilator, and as soon as it be­ 
gan to take effect, he shot himself 
through tho mouth, lingering in the 
hospital until the afternoon of June 
9. 
No motive for Tsettos’ action are 
known, the letter states, as the men 
shot, with the exception of the cap­ 
tain, were most intimate with him. 
The Brave Coeur with the bodies 
of the Captain, supercargo, and wire­ 
less operator is due to reach Galves­ 
ton about July I.

PREDICTS DROP IN 
BUILDING COST 


CLEVELAND' 
June ~2S —Predlc- 
tiona of falling prices In the cost of 
building and a general real estate 
activity were made by speakers at 
the opening session of the sixteenth 
annual convention of the 
National 
Association of Real Estate 
boards 
here yesterday. 
The convention, 
said to 
be 
the 
largest gathering 
of business men 
this year, 
attracted 
approximately 
7,500 
delegates 
from 
the 
United 
States and Canada. 
Basing 
his 
conclusion on ques- 
tionnaries issued to all real estate 
boards by the national association In 
May, Melvin M. Morse, real estate 
statistican of Wellesley Hills, Mass., 
also forecast 
some depressions for 
general business. He predicted no 
general crash, however, but a grad­ 
ual decline. 
"The demand for new buildings at 
the present level of costs nearly is 
filled,” Mr. Morse stated, "but the 
need for new buildings, 
taking all 
classs as a wholes by no means is 
filled. 
When costs are reduced an­ 
other lot of contracts will be forth­ 
coming.” 
A general diminution of prices In 
the near future also were predicted 
by Representative Theodore E. Bur­ 
ton of Ohio, who 
added 
that this 
would not be a real disadvantage to 
man ybecause of the greater purchas­ 
ing power of money.

RECORDS MAY 
RESULT IN R ACE 


Fourteen of Fastest Cars 
Ever Devised To Spin 
Around Speedway. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 28 — 
With fourteen of the fastest racing 
automobiles that engineering science 
can devise and an equal number of 
the greatest drivers in the world 
waiting for the starter’s flag 
on 
next Wednesday afternoon, all that 
remains to be accomplished for the 
250 mile national championship race 
here are a few finishing touches on 
some of the cars. 
That the race is destines! to smash 
all existing speedway records for the 
distance Is indicated by the tremen­ 
dous speeds obtained by some of the 
drivers 
in 
their 
practice 
spins 
around the smooth mile and a quart­ 
er board track. 
Last week Jerry 
Wonderllch at the wheel of his tiny 
racer astounded spectators with a 
daziling burst which stop 
watches 
recorded at 118.6 miles 
per hour. 
Yet that almost unbelievable speed 
does not satlsfvand Jerry, like the 
other drivers Is working to "get” 
120 miles per hour out of his mount. 
Milton, winner of last year’s open­ 
ing race here, and 1923 victor at In­ 
dianapolis, Hartz, Cooper and others 
have demonstrated 
speed 
of 
115 
miles per hour and 
better. The 
veteran DePalma, whose predictions 
are authoritative, has declared that 
he will be surprised 
if 120 miles 
per hour is not attained by some of 
the entrants before race day. 
Every condition 
points to high 
speeds. Virtually all 
of the cars 
are in almost perfect running or­ 
der. The high banked track has been 
carefully gone over by experts and 
all bumps, occasioned by the weath­ 
er, eliminated, so that it is lightning 
fast. 
Speedway officials, race driv­ 
ers and other authorities are unani­ 
mous In their predictions that the 
winner of the race will average for 
the 250 miles more than 110 miles 
per hc^ir. 
Many are emphatic in 
their belief that the speed will be 
not less than 115 miles per hour.

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A FEW CONSERVES 


T 
HERE is no more delicious Jam 
for occasional use than a prop­ 
erly blended conserve. 
This Is the 
time of the year to fill the shelves 
for the winter. 
As conserves are 
a rich preserve, very little la needed 
for 
a 
serving. 
A 
Jelly 
glass 
should serve eight to ten people. 
Plum Conserve.—Take one box 
of plums, one pound of pecans, 
four and one-half pounds of sugar, 
three pounds of raisins, four or­ 
anges, three lemons, rind and all, 
discarding the seeds. 
Grind all 
through a meat grinder and cook 
together until thick. 
Seal In Jars. 
Tomato 
Conserve.—Take 
five 
pounds 
of 
ripe 
tomatoes, 
two 
pounds of sugar, three lemons, put 
through the meat grinder, cook all 
together until thick, then add one 
and one-half cupfuls of raisins, one 
cupful of walnut meats, and when 
scalding hot put into cans and seal. 
Equal parts of crabapple and ripe 
tomatoes cooked and put through 
a sieve, then cooked with sugar to 
taste, makes a fine flavored marma­ 
lade. 
Strawberry 
Preserve*.—Take 
a 
quart of sugar and one cupful of 
water, boil until It hairs, now add 
three pints of strawberries and boil 
15 minutes, pour Into an earthen 
dish and let stand over night Can 
cold. 
Cherries may be canned In 
the same way. 
Grape 
Conserve.—Take 
seven 
pounds of grapes, pulp and seed 
them, return the skin to the pulp. 
Grate the rind of four oranges and 
squeeze the Juice, add the Juice 
of two lemons, boll together for 15 
minutes, add five pounds of sugar, 
one pound of seeded raisins, one 
pint of drained canned cherries, 
one-half pound of pecan meats. 
Cook 15 minutes with one cupful 
of the chery juice. Can or put into 
glasses.

NEW YORK, June 28.—The worst 
jam in the history of immigration to 
the port of New York is expected 
Sunday, when approximately twenty- 
five steamships will race from Am­ 
brose Light vessel immediately af­ 
ter midnight Saturday for quantine 
that they may land their quotas of 
immigrants at the beginning of the 
newr fiscal year. 
According to estimates by immi­ 
gration officials, it is expected more 
than sixteen thousand immigrants 
will be landed or brought within 
the portals of the United States be­ 
fore noon Sunday. 
Every’ available immigration offic­ 
er has been ordered on duty to take 
care of the rush of immigrants. 
Somo vessels already are in the 
vicinity of Ambrose Light, ready to 
make their dash for port after the 
first stroke of midnight Saturday. 
There will be a nicety of navigation, 
for all twenty-five of the liners will 
be headed for the same spot, quar­ 
antine, at the stroke of 12. 
The vessels outside come from all 
quarters of the European continent, 
the 
Mediterranean, 
the 
Channel 
ports, North Sea ports and the Scan­ 
dinavian countries. 
The great pressure of traffic, how­ 
ever, will come from the vessels out 
of the Mediterranean bringing boat­ 
loads of immigrants from South Eu­ 
rope In such great numbers that the 
quotas for that section are expected 
to be exhausted soon. It is probable 
the quotas for several of the nation­ 
alities will bo more than exhausted 
by the vessels now standing at the 
gates of the harbor.
